Transport Summary 



The proposed development is not large enough to justify the need for a full Transport 
Assessment or Travel Plan. As such, instead, the following information aims to summarise 
key relevant information. 

The current access point is to continue to be used for this development with modifications 
needed to improve visibility by removing vegetation to increase the splay. This is outlined on 
the included access map and in the more detailed description on the Access Information. 

There are currently 6 vehicles on site belonging to the residents of Yorkley Court Community 
Farm. Many of these are shared between several members and are only used very 
occasionally. It is estimated that on average 5 vehicles enter in and out of the farm each day. 
This includes journeys made by residents, visits to the farm from external people and 
deliveries. The volume of cars entering the farm increases on days when workshops are held 
at the farm when there can be approximately 5 additional vehicles entering the farm by those 
attending the course. These events happen on average once a month. 

By year 5 given the full implementation of the business plans included in this application, 
there is potential for this to rise to approximately 8 vehicles entering and exiting the farm 
each day due to increases in delivery of produce and goods out to market and increased 
movement of vehicles delivering resources to site, as well as a potential increase in the 
number of people visiting the farm. However, it will always be the policy of YCCF to 
encourage wherever possible car sharing and to promote alternative modes of transport. As it 
is our ethos to live as sustainably as possible journeys taken in vehicles are usually kept for 
distances greater than 5 or 6 miles or those in which heavy goods are needed to be 
transported. Shorter journeys such as to Yorkley or into Lydney would be done on foot, 
bicycle or by horse. 

Food is either grown on the farm, sourced locally or is ordered in bulk from the Dean Forest 
Food Hub, delivered on a monthly basis. This negates the need for regular journeys by car to 
the supermarket. Other goods are purchased from Lydney by foot or bicycle, including 
access to the library and the train station for longer onward journeys. In the future it is 
proposed that YCCF work with the Forestry commission to implement a track through the 
woods suitable for use by bicycle and horse drawn cart, linking the back of the farm with 
Lydney, and thus creating a safe and environmentally friendly passage into town which could 
be used by all the residence of Yorkley. 

The number 23 bus service runs hourly from Lydney to Gloucester and also to Coleford, 
where connecting buses go on to Cinderford and other areas of the Forest. The 755 which 
runs 5 times a day provides transport into Chepstow. 

Yorkley which is less than a mile from the farm, and accessible by footpath across the fields, 
serves the groups daily needs with the provision of a post office, local stores, a school, pub, 
doctors surgery with pharmacy and a village hall. In the morning on school days there is a 
bus service which goes to Coleford and terminates at Lakers school, returning after school 
and going through Yorkley, terminating at Woolaston. 

Due to the fact that almost all employment is based on the farm, journeys taken by vehicle 
from the farm to outside employment is very minimal. 



There is already ample parking provision for 20 vehicles on the area of existing hard standing 
next to the Nissen huts which measures 19.2 meters x 45.8 meters. As a result this 
development does not require the creation of or any modification to onsite parking areas, and 
as such a layout plan with manoeuvring areas has not been included. This existing parking 
area is suitably placed for the new development as it is close to the communal kitchen and 
living room and central to the proposed site of the Low Impact Dwellings. In the future, if 
deemed necessary, there is the potential to incorporate parking for a few vehicles inside the 
field close to the access gate which adjoins with Yorkley Road for use by visitors to the farm. 

Should the application for Low Impact Dwellings at Yorkley Court Community Farm be 
declined then traffic to the site would be predicted to increase, with potentially at least 30 
vehicles needing to enter in and out of the land each day. The reasons for this dramatic 
increase would be due to the number of people needing to commute to work on the land each 
day from outside accommodation. Many of these activities and enterprises would require 
twice or thrice daily visits for tasks such as milking the goats and daily animal care, watering 
plants, supervising charcoal burns, making astronomically sensitive biodynamic preparations 
and tasks completed at dusk such as shutting the chickens away and pest control.
